It is with a sense of disgust that we now pick up 
the paper, or hear over the air, that there is more 
rain coming. One would hardly want to ask God 
for more rain under the circumstances that prevail 
in the world of nature; yet in the spiritual realm 
this is just what we are told to do. The words of 
our text give us this incentive. They are found in 
Zech. 10:1: “’Ask ye of the Lord rain in the time of 


the latter rain.” 
In this text there are at least four thoughts that 


immediately arrest our attention. The first of them 
is that we are now in the time of the Latter Rain. 


The Scriptures tell us that the Church is founded 
upon the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ Him- 
self being the chief corner stone (Eph. 2:20). Since 
this is true, then the words of the text apply not 
only to. the day in which they were uttered, but 
they come to us who are now experiencing the 
blessed latter rain outpouring, as an encouraging 


promise to be put into force in our time. Who is 
there among us that is not happy and justly proud 
of the fact that God has led. us this way and per- 
mitted us to receive this glorious latter rain? It is 
reserved unto us in these end days to receive from 
heaven, these copious showers that have not been 


received by other saints in other days. There is 
something about these showers that does refresh 


and strengthen one to stand in the apostate days 
in which we are now living. In the Latter Rain God 
is proving the text that “where sin did abound, grace 
did much more abound.” In this time of abounding 
sin God is giving us the abounding showers of grace 
in the Latter Rain. Humbly, Lord, we thank Thee 
for the showers Thou hast permitted us to receive! 
The Latter Rain revival is perhaps the greatest

Then the second thought that arrests our atten- 
tion is that the words of the text come down across 


the centuries, not only as a prophetic utterance, 
but as a direct cornmand to us who are receiving 


the Latter Rain outpouring. It is a rule of God's 
dealing with humanity, that every favor carries with 
it a corresponding responsibility. Since we have 
been blessed with the Latter Rain outpouring, then 
there comes with it a responsibility to ask for more 
rain according to the command of the text. We 
have no option in this matter. It is an obligation 
resting on us in Pentecost today, to ask of God 
more rain in the time of the latter rain. We should 
heed well this injunction and see to it that we obey 
it. For our Lord has said, “If ye love Me keep My 
commandments.” It will not do merely to lift our 
hands to heaven and sing, “| love Him’’ when we 
are giving the lie to our words by our failure to 
heed the command to “ask of the Lord rain in the 
time of the latter rain.” 


In the third place the command -of the text 
serves as a deterrent to spiritual pride and com- 
placency. The text seems to indicate that in the 
very time of the Latter Rain there would be a 
temptation to let down and be satisfied with what 
we have. In some quarters already we hear the 
statement that the Latter Rain message is God's 
last for this age before His Son returns. Sometimes 
this statement is made in a self-satisfied air, as if 
we had arrived and there is nothing further for us. 
The temptation is there to complacently fold our 


hands and wait for the coming of the Lord. Perhaps 
the Lord looked down across the years and saw just 


what we would be up against and is warning us 
against letting down. (Continued on page 15)

The New Orleans Christian Advocate

Temperance 

The National Safety Council puts out 
a Quarterly Journal of Studies in Alcohol. 
It is accurate, for the Council waits for 
accurate figures. The Journal notes an in- 


crease from seven per cent in 1933 to eleven 
per cent in 1939, in drinking drivers in- 
volved in fatal accidents; for (dead) 
drinking pedestrians, there is an increase 
over the same period of from eight to 
fifteen per cent. 

Driver or pedestrian had been drinking 
in one of every five fatal accidents in 1939; 
one in three fatal accidents at night in- 
volved drinking by driver or pedestrian.

A Washington paper reports that to a 
woman defendant in her court recently, 
Magistrate Jeanette C. Brill of Brooklyn,

prison bars cannot subdue feminine vanity. 
The governor of Hollaway jail, Britain’s 
prison for women, found its 347 inmates 
using the prison tooth powder on their 
noses and wetting the covers of prison li- 
brary books to use the red dye for lipstick. 

No cosmetics can equal the personal 
adornments prescribed by the Word of 
God: “Whose adorning let it not be that 
outward adorning; but let it be the hidden 
man of the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price” (1 Pet.

ollowing the forty years of wilderness 
[ wandering Israel crossed over Jordan 

and entered the promised land of Ca- 
naan. It was then that the land was divided. 
Caleb was one of the ten who had returned 
from spying out the land and had brought 
a good report. He came back with the 
grapes of Eschol and said, “Let us go up 
at once and possess it.” It says in the 
Scriptures that Caleb followed the Lord 
fully. 

The portion of land that was given to 
Caleb included the city of Kirjath-sepher, 
a historical city and one of culture, some- 
thing like Athens. But it was a stronghold 
of the giants of Canaan and it must be 
captured before it could be possessed. 
There were difficulties that lay between 
Caleb and the desired city; there were 
giants to be reckoned with. 


You will remember that Israel had trou- 
ble with Goliath, and they thought that 
when David got rid of him that all their 
troubles would be at an end. But Goliath 
had some cousins. Many times we kill 
Goliath himself but we don’t dislodge his 
relatives. I have found that I have struck 
a giant but didn’t cut his head off. 

I know a godly man who told me that 
one time he was afflicted with that terrible 
fault of exaggeration. He would paint a 
story and dress it up until a person would 
not recognize it. One day he met a woman 
on the street whom he knew didn’t care 
very much for him. He stopped to talk 
with her, and then he began to unwind a 
most fascinating story. She stood there just 
awed. “Youdon’t tell me!” And he kept 
on, making it bigger and bigger. 

The man said, “I went up to the church 
and went into the prayer room to pray. I 
felt a pressure on me. I said, ‘Lord, what’s 
the matter?’ And the Lord said, ‘You 
know what’s the matter. You go back and 
tell that woman that you lied.” 

So he got up from his knees and went 
back to the womanand said: “I just wanted 
to tell you that the story I told you didn’t 
have a grain of truth in it. By the time I 
was through I had lied to you and painted 
it all up in glowing terms.” 
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“Well,” she said, “what did you do that 
for?” 

“Just to impress you, I guess,” was his 
reply. 

And the brother told the that thereafter 
every time he would start to tell something 
he would think of that incident and of his 
confession. Ever after that he had no trou- 
ble. He cut the giant’s head off and he 
was dead. Sometimes we want to possess 
the land but we don’t want to capture the 
giant and cut his head off. 

Caleb wanted the city of Debir, or Kir- 
jath-sepher, to be taken, so he offered his 
daughter Achsah to the one who would lay 
seige against it. This reminds me of Jeph- 
thah and his vow. Sometimes we want 
something from God, and when the bless- 
ing of God is upon us in a very special way 
we make promises and vows that are dif_i- 
cult to keep. 

Sometime ago I attended an outing of 
the young people in Southern California 
at Big Bear. They built a big bonfire, and 
all sat around on stones and sang and 
played their instruments. There was a 
pile of fagots there, and the young folk 
would each pick up a stick and stand out in 
the center of the ring and testify something 
like this: “As I throw this fagot in the fire, 
I want God to burn out of me the old self- 
life, the old desires.” Some would say one 
thing; some would say another. As I 
watched them I wept for joy. Some of the 
finest young people I had ever seen in the 
world were there. And in the still of the 
night the songs seemed to echo through 
those big trees. I saw young men and 
young women who were backward and 
timid, as they would feel the touch of the 
Spirit and catch the spirit of the service, 
hesitate and then step forward, pick up a 
fagot and declare themselves for God. 

The next morning I had to go up on the 
hill to preach to a Sunday morning crowd. 
I passed the old fire of the night before and 
paused before the cold, dead ashes. I said, 
“The fire isn’t burning; the ashes are here 
now—the ashes of promises and vows that 
were made in the fervency of spirit.” 

How many times we sit and listen to 
songs, to the Scriptures, and we renew our 
covenant and our vows—we determine to 
be better men and women by the grace of 
God; but when we go out to meet the same

old commonplace world, it hasn’t changed 
a bit. Out of the cold ashes of another 
day, it is so different. There is not the 
crowd to inspire us; there are not the songs 
of Zion to challenge us; there is not the 
preacher to bring us the Word of Truth. 
Many times we make vows in the fervency 
of spirit, but when it comes to paying them 
that is quite different. 

Caleb said, “To the one that goes in and 
takes the city of Kirjath-sepher I will give 
my daughter.” . So Othniel marched 
against the city and took possession of it 
and Caleb gave him Achsah as he had 
promised for his wife. Now, as Achsah 
comes to Othniel as his wife she comes 
with her inheritance, which was the south 
land. The hot winds would blow across 
this land and destroy the pasture. What 
good was the south land without water? 
So she said to her father, “Give me springs 
of water.” 

How many there are that have a south 
land experience. I never will forget an 
incident that took place when I had my 
first pastorate in Pittsburg, Pa., which was 
a small Christian and Missionary Alliance 
mission. I was not very skilled in conduct- 
ing services. We would have a testimony 
meeting on Saturday night, and some were 
elderly folk and their testimonies ran some- 
thing like this: “I praise God that I came 
this way. I’ve just been having a terrible 
struggle this week. My husband has been 
opposing me and says I can’t go to the 
meeting any more. He is getting worse 
all the time. Pray for me that I will be 
faithful.” 

Another would get up and say: “I’ve 
been having a test in my body, but I’m 
holding on.”

The Glad Tidings Assembly of God 
Church in Escalon was started in 1923 
under the ministry of Brother and Sister 
P.C. Tacker. Brother Tacker was at that 
time a farmer, but having received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost he answered the 
call to preach the gospel.

For the first six years meetings were 
held in a store building, but Brother Tack- 
er and the members felt the need for more 
adequate quarters, and a beautiful building 
was erected on Second street, near the cen- 
tral part of town. It was a time of re- 
joicing when the building was dedicated in 
the fall of 1929. In addition to a good- 
sized auditorium, there are three Sunday 
School rooms on the main floor and six 
rooms in the basement. 


There have been several who have served 
as faithful pastors of the flock. Brother 
Oscar Ornesen came in 1930 and remained 
two years. Brother Eric M. Johnson later 
accepted a call to the church, and pastored 
for about one year, leaving to take up his 
labors in the foreign field. Brothers Guy 


Renfrow and Leonard Rogers also were 
pastors for one year. 

In February, 1935, Brother and Sister C. 
Ely Persing were called as pastors, and 
have been faithfuly laboring for the Lord 
as shepherds of the flock since that time. 
A number of improvements have been 
made in the building: an automatic gas 
furnace has been installed, a grand piano 
has been purchased, the interior of the 
building has been redecorated, and trees

and shrubs have been planted around the 
building. 

But above all, Brother and Sister Per- 
sing and their people are rejoicing in the 
blessings of God in their midst. The mem- 
bership has more than doubled within the 
past six years. Whereas the average Sun- 
day School attendance in 1935 was 100, 
for the year of 1940 it averaged 172, with 
a record attendance of 279. A work has 
also been started in Salida, which is under 
the auspices of the Glad Tidings Assembly.

YOUR DUTY 

Many years ago, a striking cartoon ap- 
peared in a publication now out of print 
called The Ram’s Horn. In the drawing, 
a wagon represented the church. The 
preacher was standing where the horse 
usually stands. He was pulling the wagon 
and perspiration was rolling down his 
cheeks. The members of the church were 
sitting on top of the wagon, and some were 
complaining that the seats were uncomfort- 
able. Some of the deacons were holding 
the wheels while the preacher was pulling, 
and thus no progress was made. 

This cartoon illustrated vividly a situa- 
tion that is too often prevalent in a church. 
Many church members realize that it is 
the preacher’s business to pray and preach 
and work, and they forget that each mem- 
ber also has a responsibility. Many a 
church is hindered because of the attitude 
of some or many of its members toward 
the pastor. His morale is broken by the 
opposition or indifference of his members. 

We may ask: What is the responsibility 
of a church member toward his pastor? In 
putting the question, we are taking for 
granted that the pastor is a man of God 
with a call from God and a message from 
God. We are thinking of a spiritually 
minded, orthodox, and evangelistic pastor. 

It is the duty of every member of the 
church to pray daily for the pastor. He 
has a difficult and important task. He 
needs the prayers of all his people. They 
can pray him into a blessed and powerful 
ministry. A praying church will have a 
fruitful ministry. But prayer must be per- 
sistent. Satan does not mind how much 
believers labor in prayer for a few days, 
or weeks, or months, if at last he can bring 
discouragement and cause their interces- 
sion to cease. The pastor needs continual 
prayer. 

The church member should speak well 
of his pastor. Sometimes a father, speak- 
ing the presence of his children, will criti- 
cize his pastor, and then will wonder that 
the children are not influenced by the pas- 
tor’s ministry. Moreover, if church mem- 
bers would speak kindly of the pastor to 
outsiders, many would be influenced to 
come to church.

After receiving a call to a church the 
average pastor begins his work in the new 
field with much zeal and fervor. For a 
time every department takes on new life; 
attendance increases and then often drops 
off disappointingly. Right at this point, a 
crisis is reached, not in the life of the 
church but in the life of the pastor. When 
results are not all that one had hoped for 
there comes the temptation to sink back 
into an attitude of acquiesence and resigna- 
tion, to feel that it is of no use to try 
further. Doubtless the turning point is 
found right here. If the pastor is easily 
discouraged it is the easiest thing in the 
world to settle down into the prosaic rou- 
tine of the pastorate, to lose the vision of 
great things for God and His church, and 
to become perfunctory in service to the 
people. Before a great while he awakens 
to the fact that he has gotten into a para- 
lyzing rut. A brother once stated that the 
only difference between a grave and a rut 
is that one is deeper than the other. 

It is true that when a pastor goes to a 
new church he inherits a situation which 
he did not create. Perhaps the saints are 
discouraged and more or less the victims of 
a fatalism which has produced an inertia 
of spirit. If the new pastor is not on his 
guard he will become a victim of this situa-

tion and will begin to agree that “owing to 
this and that, and because thus and so is 
the case, nothing much can be done.” One 
of the greatest dangers, as your writer sees 
it, to our churches today, is the fact that 
this spirit of defeat is clutching at the souls 
of our people in a paralyzing grasp. It is 
bad enough when it gets hold of the peo- 
ple; but if it gets a strangle hold on the 
preachers our cause is lost. Thank God, 
we have men of the Lord who are aware 
of the condition and who will refuse to 
bow the knee to it. God still has men of 
vision and of Holy Ghost fervor; men who 
are strong enough to resist and withstand 
the enemy; men who will arise and go forth 
in the strength of the Lord to do exploits 
for Christ and His kingdom. 

Much is said of the difficult days in 
which we are living. True, but the church 
has passed through difficult times before 
and has survived gloriously. We hear of 
“hard fields,” but is it not true that from 
some standpoint every field is a “hard” 
one? Do we imagine that the enemy is 


going to allow us to make inroads on his 


territory without making it as “hard” for 
us as he can? Don’t expect to find it “soft” 
if you are waging war against the devil! 


We have seen workers go into these 
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by less courageous souls. No one told 
these high-spirited soldiers of the cross 
that they were going to a “hard field,” so, 
unhindered by a spirit of discouragement 
and defeat, with faith in their hearts they 
began their labors. God honored their 
courageous efforts and before long we 
heard the good report that they had broken 
through for God in a great way and that 
souls were at the altars. When we lose 
our vision of God, every field is hard. 
When we listen to what the people say 
instead of to what God says we throw 
ourselves open to certain defeat. When 
we lose the fresh anointing of the Holy 
Spirit on our lives it becomes “hard go- 
ing.” When we lose our fire and zeal for 
God and His work what have we left? In 
the words of the little girl, “we’re sunk,” 
brother. 


As we travel through towns, cities, and 
villages where our churches are located the 
question thrusts itself upon us—are the 
pastors of our churches “on the job”? Are 
they awake and alert? Are they eagerly 
following every lead and exhausting every 
possibility for building up their churches 
and winning men for God? Some of our 
churches are lamentably small. Must they 
remain so? Must we forever be faced, in 
some instances, by struggling little groups 
unable to support a pastor respectably? 
Must we continue year after year with 
congregations so small in some places as 
to hardly justify their existence in a com- 
munity as a separate church organization? 
These are straight questions; they demand 
straight answers. They weigh heavily on 
the heart of your superintendent. Perhaps 
these questions will cause us to think and 
to seek ways and means of overcoming a 
situation among us which is altogether too 
common. 

“Well,” you say, “now that you have 
laid the case before us what have you to 
suggest?” That is a fair question and the 
challenge is accepted. In traveling, one 
often meets traveling salesmen. There are 
a few things particularly noticeable about 
these men. In the first place, they believe 
in their “line.” They are convinced that 
they have the best and they go forth to 
persuade everybody else of this fact. In 
the second place, they put everything they 
have into their work. During their work- 
ing day they are “hard at it.” They take 
their work seriously. They must compete 
with other “lines” and with other sales- 
men. Successful salesmen are persistent 
men who cannot afford to fail; there is 
too much at stake. Because they cannot 
afford to fail they throw their lives into 
their work with all the vigor at their com- 
mand. Last of all, the man who succeeds 
puts in a full day on the job. Every hour 
of the work day is made to count. 

It is our belief that if the average preach- 
er will work as hard and as persistently 
as does the average salesman, it will not be 
long before empty seats in many of our

FORDED Us oF THE DEMON Locusts 
As He Saw THEM 


Verses 7-11. I transcribe here Moffatt’s 
graphic rendering of the original text, 
“The appearance of the locusts resembled 
horses armed for battle; on their heads 
were sort of crowns like gold; their faces 
were like human faces, their hair like wo- 
men’s hair, and their teeth like lion’s 
fangs; they had scales like iron coats of 
mail; the whirring of their wings was like 
the noise of many chariots charging into 
battle; their tails and their stings were like 
scorpions, and their power of hurting men 
five months lay in their tails; they had a 
king over them, the angel of the abyss— 
his Hebrew name is Abaddon, but in 
Greek he is called Apollyon.” 

Writing concerning these demon locusts, 
one has well written, “They are a fourfold 
combination of the horse, the lion, the scor- 
pion, and the human. They are swift as 
horses, terrible as lions, intelligent as hu- 
man beings and malignant as scorpions. 
It will be a far more terrible scourge than 
anything which has preceded it. There is 
good reason for calling it a woe.” 

Verse 12 is interjected here in order that 
the reader may see that this fifth trumpet 
is the first of the woe trumpets, and that it 
will be followed by the second and third 
woes which will be the sixth and seventh 
trumpets of the series of seven. 

Some have taught that the first of the 
woe trumpets marks the middle of the 
week, and that the three woe trumpets be- 
long to the last half of the week, or, the 
great tribulation. I believe this is wrong. 
My opinion is that the beginning of the 
seventh trumpet, which is the last of the 
three woe trumpets, and which includes the 
seven vials in which is filled up the wrath 


of God, marks the middle of the week. 
Stupy XVIII 
THe SixtH Trumpet JUDGMENT: 
THE SECOND WOE 
Chapter 9 :13-21 
The demon locusts of the fifth trumpet 
judgment are to be regarded as the infer- 
nal cherubim; they were seen in the vision 
to rise out of the bottomless pit, or, the 
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abyss. Here we read of the infernal cav- 
alry. That these are not earthly creatures 
of this present age, or of any preceding 
age with which we are familiar, must be 
evident to every unprejudiced reader. That 
we are dealing with a description of spirit 
creatures of the realm of darkness, over 
which Satan has jurisdiction, seems quite 
evident. Concerning that realm we know 
little. Spirits are invisible, but are realities; 
evil spirits are as real as are good spirits; 
and that there are myriads of good spirits 
that do the bidding of God, and minister to 
those of us who are the heirs of salvation, 
the Word of God makes clear. Whether 
there are as many evil spirits as good spirits 
we do not know, but we have reasons to 
believe that their number is legion. The 
two hundred millions introduced to us in 
this chapter are probably only a small de- 
tachment of the entire host marshalled 
under Satan’s leadership. 
I. THe Voice Hearp AND From 
WHENCE It ProcEeEDED 

Verse 13. It came from the altar, indi- 
cating that we have here a continuation of 
the answer to the prayers of the saints in 
6:10. Note the fact that in 8:3-5, we are 
informed that upon the altar the prayers of 
“all saints,” mixed with “much incense,” 
were offered unto God, and that fire from 
the altar, cast into the earth, produced 
judgments. The voice, coming from the 
four corners of the altar, was evidently in- 
tended to reach and affect the whole earth. 
II. To WHom THE Vorce Was AppRESSED 

AND THE ComMAND It GAvE 

Verse 14. The four angels which were 
bound at some time in the past in the great 
river Euphrates, and are still bound there, 
are judgment angels, and at the appointed 
time for which they are being held will be 
loosed. In 2 Peter 2:4, we read that “God 
spared not the angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment.” The hell that is spoken of here 
is not the lake of fire into which Satan will 
ultimately be cast and where the wicked 
dead will be confined after the White 
Throne Judgment. The word here ren- 
dered “hell” is tartaros, and this is the only 
place where the word is found. It comes

from tartaridzo which means, to shake 
with cold, to shiver. Tartaros is evidently 
a very cold place. Dr. Bullinger, in his 
“Critical Lexicon and Concordance to the 
English and Greek New Testament” 
writes, “Tartaros is not Sheol or Hades, 
where all men go in death. Nor is it where 
the wicked are to be consumed and de- 
stroyed, which is Gehenna. It is not the 


abode of men in any condition. It is used 


only here, and here only of the angels that 
sinned. It denotes the bounds or verge of 
this material world. The extremity of this 
lower air—of which Satan is ‘the prince’ 
(Eph. 2:2), and of which Scripture speaks 
as having ‘the rulers of the darkness of 
this world’ and ‘wicked spirits in aerial 
regions.’ Tartaros is not only the bounds of © 
this material creation, but is so called from 
its coldness.” 

The four angels that are spoken of as 
being bound had, it has been supposed by 
some, a significant part in the tragedy of 
the fall. For this reason the were bound 
in the river Euphrates, where Eden was lo- 
cated (Gen. 2:14). When the time shall 
come for them to be employed as judgment 
angels they will be loosed, just as Satan 
will be loosed for a little season after he 
shall have been confined in the abyss, or, 
bottomless pit, during the thousand years 
of the personal reign of our Lord upon 
earth. Those who are bound are restrained 
from doing what they would otherwise do. 
We are accustomed to speak of those who 
are enslaved to evil habits as being bound, 
and we sometimes speak of them as bound 
with chains. The chains are not.of a ma- 
terial nature, but they are nevertheless real. 
And the chains with which these angels 
have been bound are real.

At the Women’s Missionary Council 
meeting held at the Midwinter Convention 
in Sacramento, some suggestions were 
made in regard to the work that W.M.C. 
groups can do to help the growth of their 
Sunday Schools under the supervision of 
the pastor and Sunday School superin- 
tendent. 

1. Personal evangelism campaigns in 
each church, combing districts and starting 
Bible classes for children such as is being 
done in San Francisco. Sisters Bernice 
Mast, Leah Brown, and Emmy Pearson 
will be glad to help any group with sug- 
gestions, and upon invitation from the pas- 
tor will be glad to assist personally. Mem- 
bers can do calling and visiting, find homes 
for classes, and teach classes. 

2. Start Home Departments in Sunday 
Schools where this has not been done by 
sending S. S. literature to homes of people 
who cannot attend, such as shut-ins, old 
folk, or others living too far away to at- 
tend regularly, and aso call on them. 

3. Form committees to visit the sick, 
shut-ins, and new people who have moved 
into town, whether Christians or not. These 
should be reported to the pastor for fol- 
low-up calls. 

4. W.M.C. members can take turns with 
the Cradle Roll classes so that young 
mothers can enjoy Sunday School, and

A belated letter from Inez Kreiss has 
been received in which she writes of her ac- 
tivities for the Lord in South India. “In 
this district we have over 400 villages,” she 
writes, “and we are the only ones who work 
the district trying to reach as many of the 
half-million souls as possible. During this 
season we will reach about one-third of 
these villages, visiting them at least twice 
before we leave them. It takes three camp- 
ing seasons for us to cover this territory 
once. The field is large and we often wish 
we could do double work.” Sister Kreiss 
reminds all her friends in the homeland 
to be patient in regard to correspondence, 
for because of war conditions mail is some- 
times delayed for as long as seven months. 

Sister Lydia Graner also writes and ad- 
vises that she is now located at Punalut, 
Travancore, South India, which is on the 
border of the district where she was for- 
merly working. “Our term of three months’ 
Bible School is over. Last week the stu- 
dents took their examinations and we had 
the graduation service for those receiving 
diplomas. We are looking forward to a 
six months’ term of school next year. We 
believe that this location will give splendid 
opportunity for the students in their prac- 
tical work, and through them we hope to 
reach many of the surrounding villages and 
the great numbers who work in the tea and 
rubber estates about here.”

A young lady of about twenty-four 
years of age who was a stranger, got up in 
the back of the congregation, and said: 
“Friends, since I came to this city I have 
had quite a time. I wanted to get a room 
so I got a newspaper and looked over to 
the to-let column. I said to myself that 
that most sensible thing for me to do 
would be to start at the beginning of the 
list, so I went to the address of the first 
room and it was taken. I went to the sec- 
ond, and someone had also taken that. I 
have tramped the streets this entire day. 
Finally this evening I found a room over 
here on West Ohio Street and it wasn’t 
taken so I got it.” 

And she sat down. There wasn’t a 
word about the Lord—not a word that she 
was thankful He had helped her find a 
place. Nothing whatsoever but just that. 
Then it came over me, the fact that she had 
heard the others giving experiences and all 
they talked about was their troubles so she 
did the same. And I said to the people, 
“Don’t you ever come out here on Saturday 
night and give us this old dirge again!” 
They were living in the south land; they 
didn’t know God had provided springs. 

There are many people today that are 
just hanging around Pentecost and never 
getting satisfied. All they seem to want is 
a little friendship, just a social time with 
nice people. But I wouldn’t claim to be 
Pentecostal if that is all I wanted. The 
very best you can say about it the world will 
curl up its face and sneer at you. I used 
to have astruggle trying to make folk believe 
that we were really something, but now I 
don’t try to explain. 

Achsah said, “ Give me also springs of 
water.” I say that if I weren’t going to have 
the anointing and blessing and power that 
goes with this movement, then I would go 
out and get me a good denominational 
church and not take the persecution that 
goes with this Pentecostal way. But, hal- 
lelujah! there are springs. 


On that last day of the feast Jesus said, 
“Tf any man thirst, let him come unto Me 
and drink. He that believeth on Me, as 
the scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water.” If you 
have rivers on the inside, how can you be 
in such a dry place? With a mighty flow 
- of the water of the Spirit belching forth, 
how can you be barren and unfruitful? 

Paul Rader and Billy Sunday were on 
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the same train. Rader had been out preach- 
ing every night and each one of his sermons 
was different, while Billy Sunday had re- 
peated many of his messages in his various 
meetings. Billy Sunday sent Paul Rader 
a note which read: “When are you going 
to run out of sermons?” Paul Rader 
wrote: “When I get a kink in the hose.” 
Sometimes I’ll be watering the lawn 
at my home and the flow of water will 
suddenly stop. I’ll call to my wife who is 
in the house, “Ethel, turn on that faucet!” 
And she’ll answer, “I haven’t touched the 
the faucet.” And then I’ll find that just 
around the corner there is a kink in the 
hose. Some of you don’t need to get saved 
again; you need to get the kink out of the 


hose and drink and drink. 


I traveled some years ago holding meet- 
ings in auditoriums and other places, and 
I had several young men who traveled with 
me. One was from New York City. Fi- 
nally he went back to New York and got 
married. When I was there preaching for 
Brother Brown, Paul asked me to go with 
him as he wanted to show me the sights 
of the city. So he went from one place to 
another, and we went to a museum and 
came into a Chinese room which was filled 
with tapestries, rugs, and furniture. There 
in one place was a statue of big, old fat 
Buddha—an ugly looking, grinning thing. 
As I looked at it I thought, “How can 
thousands of people bow down to such a 
sorry looking thing as that! If they only 
knew what a wonderful Christ we have!” 
The power of God came on me and I began 
to talk in tongues right in Budhha’s face. 


“Out of his innermost being shall flow 
rivers of living water.” That is the cure 
for drouth. You say, “But I have had a 
battle.” Why not get a refreshing and 
anointing that goes with it? Samson took 
a lion and rent it. When he came by again 
he saw bees going in and out of the car- 
cass. It was dripping with honey. You 
can’t get a blessing without killing the lion 
first. First the test, and then the blessing. 
There are just as many blessings as tests. 
There are as many springs as there are 
cities to take. 


There is the spring of divine healing. I 
don’t understand everything about divine 
healing, but I believe that God’s Word is 
forever settled and I think that many of 
us have sold our birthright and can’t get 
the blessing of healing until we make a life- 
and-death, bed-rock consecration to trust 
God, sink or swim, live or die. Folk come 
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to our meetings and say: “Pray for Sister 
So-and-So; she goes under the knife tomor-; 
row.” If the blessing God was putting on 
the doctor were put on the sister it would 
save a lot of trouble. . 

My father and I didn’t agree on this mat- 
ter of divine healing. He had his pills and 
he would say, “I pray and God puts His 
blessing on my pills.” But I would say, 
“Lord, the blessing that you put on Dad’s 
pills, put on me,” and I saved the pills. 

We need to change our catalog or get 
the goods. There is a spring of divine heal- 
ing. Christ is the same yesterday, today, | 
forever—the same wonder-working Lord! 
that walked the shores of Galilee nineteen 
hundred years ago. 

And Achsah said, “Give me springs of! 
water. And he gave her the upper springs 
and the nether springs.” We need to go 
on and get everything God has for us.

jet us not fall into the error of thinking 
jpat we have it all, but reverently and 
fnankfully bow our heads and ask of the 
ord more rain in this very time of the 
fatter Rain. There can be no resting on 
‘yur laurels. Past blessing will not suffice. 
(iach day we need more rain, and we are 
4nore in need of it now, in the time of the 
}atter Rain, than at any other time of the 
§church’s history. God grant that we shall 
/not stop here but continue to ask for more 
jain. 

£ But perhaps the most arresting thought 
}of the four is found in the last one. Not 
only is this a command to bestir ourselves 
n the time of the Latter Rain, but it is a 
(direct promise from God that blessed and 
oowerful as is the Latter Rain, yet there is 
{something better than even this further on. 
‘It is God’s promise to us that there is more 
jirain coming; else why does He command 
tus to ask of Him rain in the time of the 
‘Latter Rain? 

We have been greatly blessed and re- 
‘freshed in the Latter Rain, yet this is not 
ithe full measure of His blessing for us 
{before His Son comes again. There is that 
\/about the Latter Rain that leaves much yet 
‘to be desired. Our hungry hearts have had 
ja taste of the power and plentitude in this 
‘}outpouring; yet this has served only to 
| whet our appetites for more. All this is 
of God. There is more rain, and God com- 
'‘)mands us to ask for it and also promises 
us that we shall receive it. We have not 
seen the fullness of the Spirit’s outpouring 
as the apostles saw it, but yet we believe 
\\ that this is for us, else why the command 
of this text? 

About thirty-five or forty years ago, be- 
/ fore the Latter Rain began to fall, in iso- 
lated places all over the world and un 
known to each other, different groups of 
| godly saints began to gather and call upon 
| the Lord for the promise of Acts 2:39: 
i “For the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
| They told the Lord that they were afar off 
and that they had been called of the Lord. 
They saw no place in the Bible where the 
promise had been revoked. They believed 
it was for them, yet the rain was not falling 
as promised. They were just simple and 
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trusting enough to get themselves to ask of 
God the fulfillment of this promise. Soon 
in various places over the world the Latter 
Rain began to fall, and saints were receiv- 
ing the promise of the Spirit as in Acts 2:4. 
From that time up to the present the Latter 
Rain has been falling. Thank God! 


But now see how history repeats itself. 
In this time of the Latter Rain again, hither 
and yon, throughout the length and 
breadth of the world, saints are now begin- 
ning to ask of the Lord rain in the time 
of the Latter Rain. They see that even 
blessed and powerful as is the Latter Rain, 
yet we have not reached the full measure 
of authority that God has for the Church 
in this evil day in which we are living. They 
believe that there is a greater degree of the 
outpouring of the Spirit than even we of 
the Latter Rain constituency have ever ex- 
perienced. They are not content merely 
to ask of God to give us the “good old 
days” again, for they see that God’s revela- 
tions are always progressive—that He does 
not work backward but forward. They are 
expecting more rain to come; hence they 
are setting themselves to ask for the rain 
now in this time of the Latter Rain. 

It is characteristic of the present Latter 
Rain outpouring that we are now receiving, 
to in a large measure stop with an Acts 2:4 
experience. So many receive this blessed 
experience and stop right there. Pentecost 
is cluttered up with such at the present time. 
They have failed to see that after this ex- 
perience there remains the ministry of the 
Holy Ghost as manifested in the remainder 
of the book of Acts. The mighty works of 
the Spirit as recorded for us in all of Acts 
plainly show that there is more than just 
the second chapter of the book for the 
Church today. It is our heritage to receive 
and manifest all of the ministry of the 
Spirit as the early church fathers did all 
through the book of Acts. 


With this in view, there are those who 
today are setting themselves to ask of the 
Lord rain in the time of the Latter Rain. 
Will God answer their prayer? He cer- 
tainly will. Just as the rain began to fall 
a generation ago, so will it fall again in 
more copious showers than anything we 
have yet seen. This is the plain and unmis- 
takable promise of the remainder of the 
verse from which our text is taken. Read 
it, brother. “So the Lord will make bright 
clouds, and give them showers of rain.” 
Read the margin of this. It says, “So the 
Lord will make lightning clouds, and give 


them showers of rain.” We all know what 
the lightnings in the clouds mean. It means 
a thunder storm. It does not last long, but 
it is mighty so long as it does last. So just 
before He comes again He is going to do 
a quick work and cut it short in righteous- 
ness. 

Moreover, the second verse of this same 
chapter from which our text is taken sets 
the time when all this will come to pass. 
It is in the time of fearful apostasy as 
minutely described in this verse. If you 
are among those who, in a sort of superior 
spiritual pride would ask, “What’s the 
matter with Pentecost today?” we reply 
that if you see that there is something the 
matter, then that very vision of yours re- 
quires of you that you do not stop there 
with criticism but go further and find the 
remedy. Here is the remedy in the com- 
mand of our text. Go to your closet and 
ask of the Lord rain, for more rain is surely 
coming. When we obey his command to 
ask of Him rain in the midst of rain, then, 
and not until then, will the Lord make 
lightning clouds and send showers of bless- 


ing.
